QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS Te Ww 


Address by His Highness ‘the Rajpramukh. 


His Highness the Rajpramukh, having arrived in the Chamber _ 
in procession took his seat on ‘the Dais at Five of the 


5 PM. lock. 


His Highness the Rajpramukh: It gives me great pleasure 
to welcome you, Members of the Legislative Assembly, who have 
been recently elected to this House. Iam conscious, even as Tam 
sure you all are, of the importance of this occasion. 


You have been elected by citizens of our State, under adult 
franchise, to perform responsible duties. The General Elections 
indicated the high political consciousness of the electorate—nearly 
34 million voters or 75% of the number exercised their right. The 
satisfactory and efficient conduct of the Elections of such magnitude 
was possible only because of the common effort of the electorate, 
the political parties, the candidates, and hundreds of offcials employed 
on difficult tasks in this connection. Adult franchise is not a novel 
feature in our State. 


This Session of the Legislative Assembly has been summoned 
mainly to. vote grants in advance in respect of the estimated expendi- 
ture for a part of the year pending completion of the prescribed 
procedure for voting of Grants and the passing of the Appropriation 
Bill. On a date to be fixed vin the future, to which the House will 
- adjourn at the end of the pr “esent Session, regular voting will take 
place. 


_ Land Policy. 


The question of Agrarian Reforms will receive the earnest and 
immediate attention of my Government. My Government propose 
to initiate Legislation to afford to tenants security of tenure and fixity 
of fair rent and to assure to actual cultivators maximum return for 
their toil. My Government propose to appoint a Commission to 
examine gener ally the nature and extent of lands assigned under the 
Grow More Food Scl neme, and the lands encroached upon and other 
Government lands available, the area of such lands already under 
occupation by. each cultivator and to advise Government on the 
policy to be pursued in regard to assignment or in suitable cases 
re-assionment of such lands with special refer ence to the resuscitation 
of landless agricultural .workers by affording adequate facilities 
through Co-operative institutions and other means. My Govern- 
ment will also examine the possibility of fixing a ceiling for holding 
of land to preclude accumulation in the hands of a few. My 
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Government intend taking steps to redress the legitimate grievances 
of holders of land under tenures such as Kandukrishi, Sreepadam, 
and Sreepandaravaka. 


Education, 


fe will be the constant care of “my Government to afford pro- 
per educational facilities to all classes, The question of providing 
free education Jor all children wntil they complete the age of four- 
teen years will receive the attention of my Government. My 
Government are appreciative of the urgent ‘necessity of reorientin, 
the system of education to correlate it to the necessities of life. 


Prohibition. 


The question of extension of prohibition does not arise at pre- 
gent as auctions held for 1o9s4-sg have been confirmed. Where 
prohibition is already in force, my Government propose immediately 
to take active and severe steps for its enforcement. 


Industries. 


Realizing that agriculture alone cannot maintain the people in 
view of the heavy density of population in the State (perhaps the 
highest in the world), my Government will devote utmost attention 
to industrial development. 


My Government are aware that a diversified economy is essen- 
tial for the welfare of the State and propose to encourage actively 
small industries generally run on power and supported by Co-opera- 
tive marketing and other facilities. The development of Cottage 
Industries, especially in respect of coir and handloom, will receive 
earnest and immediate consideration. 


Panchayats, 


My Government believe that live Panchayats can be real agencies 
for the democratic and economic development of villages. Questions 
relating to the placing of adequate finds at their disposal and of 
delegating powers to Panchayats will be actively examined. With 
their close local knowledge. and effective contgcts with citizens, 
Panchayats can be made useful institutions of local administration 
and conduce to accelerated rural development. 


Public Services, 


My Government are deeply appreciative of’ the loyal and effici- 
ent work done by members of the Public Services; proposals for the 
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improvement in their condition, such as fixation of time-scales, will 
be carefully examined. Integration of Services, will be completed 
with expedition. My Government feel, however, that cases of 
corruption should be investigated with vigour and promptitude and 
pursued sternly and relentlessly. My Government will examine the 
proposal of setting up an independent Anti-Corruption Tribunal of 
high judicial status, with its own machinery for detecting corruption 
and arraigning the delinquents. 


Water Supply. ‘ 


My Government will endeavour to tackle the serious question 
of shortage of drinking water in certain parts of the State, especially 
in coastal areas. They intend sinking tube wells and adopting other 
means for the early removal of this shortage. 


Housing. 


My Government will explore the possibilities of allotting kome- 
stead lands to the homeless especially in coastal areas and rendering 
assistance for putting up houses. 


Food. ; 
Our State is highly deficit in food grains and produces only 
about 40 per cent of the requirements. My Government will try to 
maximise supplies of rice during the year. It is hoped that in con- 
sideration of the peculiarly difficult position of Travancore-Cochin, 
the Government of India will grant a substantial subsidy. My Goverh- 
ment will also devote attention to the maximization of production 


of subsidiary foods like milk and vegetables. 


Food Production. 


"My Government will give top priority to measures for acceleras 
ting Food Production. A concentrated triple programme of exten: 
sion of cultivation, intensive production and elimination of crop 
losses will be adopted. It is expected that food production wvill be 
stimulated by modernizing agricultural methods, devoting proper 
attention to Minor Irrigation Works and affording credit facilities to 
cultivators through Co-operative Institutions. 


Unemployment. 


The report on the Employment Survey in the State conducted 
by the Planning Commission is expected in a few weeks. My 
Government will study the report with anxious care and endeavour 
to take all possible steps to deal with this chronic problem. , 
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Fisheries. 

My Government will give high priority to the question of fully 
utilizing the fishwealth of the State and improving the economic 
condition of the fishermen by increasing their efficiency through 
mechanisation. 

Planning. 

The progress of Schemes under the Five Year Plan (1951-56) 
will be accelerated as much as possible. In considering new schemes 
to be taken up, special attention will be devoted to the generation 
and widespread distribution of power to foster small industries which 
can deyclop rapidly and substantially by availability of such energy 
and assistance through Co-operative Institutions. 


Backward Classes. 


The amelioration of the backward classes wil] receive the con- 
tinueg and considerate attention of my Government, In addition 
to assistance by way of literary education, steps will be taken to give 
expanding facilities for vocational training. 


Labour. 


_ The safeguarding of the interests of labour will be the concern 
of my Government. The report of the Committee appointed for 
the fixation of Minimum Wages for Agricultural Labourers is expected 
shortly ; steps will be taken to examine and implement the recom- 
mendations when the report is received, The provisions of the 
Plantation Labour Act will be implemented as soon as the Govern- 
ment of India bring them into force. My Government will devote 
anxious attention to the provision of industrial housing. 


The Financial statement for 1954-55 will be placed before you 
in due course.

Sir, the marginal note explains that three or four months after, 
the last budget was passed by the Legislature, in consultation and on 
the recommendation of the Planning Commission, this Government 
had to start an Agricultural Training School at Ollukara to train up 
Grama Sevaks. For that purpose, we had to appoint officers and 
other necessary staff. We had also to incur contingent expenses 
as shown along with the notes printed at the end. It was 
an expenditure which was not anticipated, —_[t_ was an expenditure 
which had to be incurred after the budget was prepared. It was an 
expenditure which the Government thought it necessary to incur 
in the interests of the State. It was in the interests of the 
State to develop the country by doing actual field work. For that, 
it was found that ic would be better to appoint traincd men. In 
thege circumstances, J trust that the House will accept the motion 
and pass the grant. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The position is, it was decided 
to sart the institute in June and Government thought that the Jegi- 
slature will contiune to function. But things were otherwise. 
Government then decided to divert some funds for the carrying on of 
the institution as the House had to be dissolved in September. There 
was no possibility of drawing funds from other items. The Agri- 
culture Department Budget had to be reviewed. The expenditure 
had to be cut short in certain items under that Budget to meet ex- 
penses for this item. The expenditure is for the months, June to 
September, and the same has to be met from regular savings. 


Then as to the doubt about the contingency provided, I arh not 
now in a position to give details. The hon, Members are aware that 
there are clear financial rules for meeting contingency expenditure, 
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The expenses might have been iccurred under contingencies for 
putting up sheds or for buying the necessary furniture for the insti- 
tution. In these circumstances, I trust the House will pass the

Chief Minister (Shri A. Thanu Pillai) : I second it.

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Presentation of the Budget for 1954-1955. 


Minister for Finance (Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai) : Sm, 
I rise to present the statement of the estimated receipts and 
5 p.m.] expenditure of the Government of Travancore-Cochin for 
the year 1954-55. 


This task has fallen on my shoulders at very short notice and 
I feel a little handicapped and even somewhat embarrassed especially 
because the present Government have not been able to shape the 
Budget in conformity with their programme and ideals. Before 
proceeding further, let me take this opportunity to congratulate 
the hon. Members who are here after the stress nd strain of a 
general election. Whatever may be the differences in our ideo- 
logies and’ outlook, whatever may be the difference s in our policies 
and programme, we are all, I believe, animated by a common aim 
to work for the welfare of the State and the prosperity of the 
people whom we represent, thereby contributing our quota to 
the strength and solidarity of the Nation. Needless to say that 
good governance, which carries with it a sense of security and 
stability, is indispensable for national progress and therefore, in 
the name of good governance, I would appeal to all the 
hon. Members to extend to us their hearty co-operation in the 
fulfilment of the duties which have devolved on us. 


The Constitution enjoins that the annual financial statement 
embodying the estimates of Revenue and Expenditure should be laid 
before the Legislature. This Government assumed office only on 
the 17th of this month and there was hardly any time to make a 
review of the finances of the State or to chalk out our detailed 
programme of expenditure for the ensuing year. It is therefore, 
proposed to conduct a comprehensive review of the expenditure 
embodied in the Budget placed before you, to make the changes 
found necessary and to present our final demands for the year at 
the next session, when the hon. Members will have the oppor-— 
tunity for detailed discussion on each item of expenditure before _ 
the final grants are voted upon. In the meantime, to enable the | 
day to day administration to be carried on, it is proposed to take 
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advantage of the provisions of Art, 206 of the Constitution and 
to request the House to make a grant in advance to meet the de- 
mands for expenditure by the various departments for the first four 
months of the financial year 1954-55. . 


However, following precedent and the usual procedure the 
estimates of revenue and expenditure for the whole year have been 
placed before the hon. Members of the House. The hon, Members 
have also been supplied with the schedule of vote on account along 
with the budget documents. 

It will be noticed that the budget estimates for r954-¢5 now 
presented to the House are framed on the existing level of taxa- 
tion except for the token credit of Rs. 6 lakhs taken in the Budget 
on account of Betterment Levy which has been not yet introduced. 
The estimates of expenditure presented to you were framed by 
the Government in power at the time of framing them. Since it 
is proposed to request the House only for interim grants as per 
the schedule of vote on account, the hon. Members will have a 
further occasion to review all these items of expenditure in 
detail when the final demands arc presented at the next session, 
I shall also take ocvasion to ask for: fresh and additional grants for 
such items and services as this Government may consider neces- 
sary in the intcrests of the State. 


. There is, however, one aspect which I wish to point out in 
this context, that is, regarding the amounts included for the vote 
on account under certain heads, where no provision has been in- 
cluded for four months of the year. It may be seen that in such 
cases, no expenditure is expected to be incurred during the 
period. 

Let me now refer to some of the outstanding problems, 
which vitally affect the people of the State and are of special 
importance from the financial point of view. 


FOOD 


For 1953, the Government of India initially allotted to the State 
a quota of 3 lakhs of tons of rice against a deficit of 5,65,000 tons 
declared for that year on the basis of a 12 ounces cereal ration. 
Ihope the hon. Members will appreciate the immensity of out 
rice imports and the financial commitments involved in those trans- 
actions from the fact that 3,73,000 tons of rice costing Rs. 21°95 
crores approximately were imported into the State during 1953. 
Although the ceiling import quota of rice allotted to the State has 
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not yet been fixed for the year 1954, the Government of India 
have so far made an advance allocation of nearly 2 lakhs tons. 

The stock of rice with Government on 13-3-1954 was 72,480 
tons costing about Rs. 4,19,24,000, Government had also on that 
date 7305 tons of wheat costing Rs, 30,68,000. By selling the above 
stock of rice at the present selling rate of Rs. 17 per maund Gov- 
ernment would realise only Rs. 3,35,25,000 and even on this 
stock, there will be a loss of Rs. 83,99,000. Wheat is now being 
sold on a No-profit No-loss basis, The supplies are now made 
mostly from internal sources. 


We are now selling rice to the people at Rs. 17 per maund, 
though the cost of rice now supplied to the State on an average 
comes to Rs. 21-s-0 per maund and consequently, heavy loss is 
being sustained from year to year, While finalising the Budget 
Estimates for 1953-54, an assurance was given by the Government 
of India that supplies of rice to the State will be so arranged that 
the Joss to this Government on account of subsidised sale of rice 
during the year will not exceed Rs. 200 lakhs. Due to the 
allotment of a large quantity of imported foodgrains and the 
high price paid for the allocations from internal sources, the 
subsidised sale of foodgrains during the year is now expected to 
result ina loss of Rs. 4°86 crores, Inthe revised estimates for 
the current year, the provision for the adjustment of loss on this 
account is fixed at Rs. 200 lakhs as the excess has to be borne by 
the Government of India. In as muchas the Government of India 
have not indicated the quota of foodgrains that will. be allotted to 
the State during 1954 and how the allocations will be arranged for, 
any authentic forecast of the loss to be borne on this account next 
year is not possible now. 


On the allocation of 2 lakhs tons of rice so far made from 
I-I-1954. mostly from internal sources, our loss is estimated at 
Rs. 2,10,00,000, The rate of loss per ton of rice would be much 
higher if the supplies required for the rest of the year are made in 
the shape of imported (overseas) rice. It is, however, hoped that 
the Government of India will, as in the current financial year, agree 
to limit the loss to be borne by the State in respect of the subsidis- 
ed sale of rice to Rs. 2 crores and on this assumption, a provision 
of Rs. 200 lakhs is included for the purpose in the Budget estimates 
for 1954-55. 

I need hardly mention to the House that the continuance of 
the subsidised supply of food is causing a heavy drain on the 
resources of the State. Our issue price is Rs. 17 per maund exe 
godown and the average retail price is Rs. 17-12-0 per maund for 
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all varieties of rice. The issue prices in various other States are ag

Considering the average price of rice in other States the Issue Price 

here cannot be said to be unreasonable. Our daily issues amount 

to 1,000 tons of rice and loss per diem is approximately Rs. 1 lakh, 

In these circumstances, we are entitled to look to the Government, 
of India for adequate assistance to meet this loss. In the interests 

of financial stability of the State, this House will have to consider 

in the near future the entire question of food supplies, 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The symptoms of a general trade recession which manifested 
themselves in 1952 became pronounced during 1953-54. There was 
‘ yallying in fits and starts in the trade of certain export commodities, 
but generally the downward trend in prices persisted throughout 
the year. The exports of our dollar earning commodities like 
pepper, cashewnuts, lemon grass oil, coir goods, etc,, suffered 
serious reverses, which not only brought about a fallin the level of 
agricultural income but also caused a set back in industrial produc- 
tion. The industry that had the worst repercussions of the slump is 
the coir industry which provides employment to the poor classes of 
people inhabiting ‘the coastal areas of the State. Partly due to the 
ameliorative measures started by Government and partly due to time 
factor, the distress that resulted from depression in that industry is 
not now so acute as it was at the outset ; butI am not minimis- 
ing the gravity of the situation. In order to place the industry on 
a stable footing, a co-operative scheme of five years’ duration has 
been taken up by Government. The total estimated expenditure 
of the scheme is Rs. 63°31 lakhs, of which Rs. 2°81 lakhs is for 
departmental cost, Rs. 55 lakhs for granting loans to the Coir 
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Co-operative Societies and the balance for giving free grants to 
them. Now the scheme is passing through the third year of its 
working and at present there are zo Primary Coir Co-operative 
Societies, 13 Thondu Vyavasaya Societies and 2 Central Market- 
ing Societies and all of them are receiving financial assistance 
from Government. There is provision in the budget for organis- 
ing 24 Primary Coir Co-operative Societies in addition to the 
existing ores, A total provision of Rs, 20°31 lakhs is made for 
the scheme in the Budget Estimates for 1954-55. Out of this, 
a sum of Rs, 1°69 lakhs is for paying grants to these societies 
and another sum of Rs. 18°33 lakhs is for rendering loan assist- 
ance. No pains will be spared to quicken the pace of the scheme 
and to work it out effectively with modifications, if necessary, in 
the coming year. Let us hope that the schemes will succeed in the 
resuscitation of the Coir Industry in the State. 


The Handloom Industry. is just another, affected by the slump, 
which in its case, was caused by the decline in the purchasing power 
of the people and the competition of mill production. Accumula- 
tion of stocks of handloom cloth and acute under-employment 
among the weavers have generally been the result. The handloom 
industry has a very important role in the country’s economy, pro- 
viding as it does, employment to a very large section of the 
people. The question of rehabilitation of that industry is therefore 
engaging our earnest attention. In order to bring all weavers into 
the Co-operative fold, Government have sanctioned a loan of 
Rs. 1 lakh to the Sri Mulam Handloom Weavers’ Central Co- 
operative Society and another Joan of Rs. 50,000 to the Cochin 
Central Co-operative Marketing Society towards Working Capital. 
By way of concession, a reduction of Sales Tax by 50 -per cent on 
handloom goods was sanctioned by the Government during the 
year. A sum of about Rs. 9,73,000 was sanctioned by the Central 
Government during the current year from out of the @entral 
Cess Fund for assisting this industry. A sum of Rs. 15 lakhs is 
also expected to become available next year as the State’s share 
of the Cess Fund. Schemes have to be evolved to utilise these 
sums. Orders have recently been issued granting a subsidy of 
11/2 annas in the rupee on sales of handloom products on each 
sale worth more than Rs. 5. More weavers are proposed to be 
taken into the Co-operative fold, with the share. capital advanced 
to them free of interest from out of the Cess Fund. Other items 
under consideration are provision of Working Capital to Primary 
Co-operative Societies, Grants for conversion of Ply Shuttle 
Looms to throw shuttle looms and for opening of marketing depots 
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and commission of mobile vans for propaganda and sale in interior 
villages. For undertaking these and other measures a provision of 
Rs. rs lakhs is made in the Budget Estimates for 1954-55. 


So far as I can see, the main bottle neck of industrial ex. 
pansion in the State is the lack of working capital. Of course, 
we have placed on the Statute Book a State Aid to Industries Act 
and set up a Board to advise Government in the administration of 
that Act. I am afraid that the dispensation of aid under the Act 
has not been up to the mark. A provision of Rs, 13. lakhs has 
been made in the budget for giving loans as contemplated in the 
State Aid to Industries Act and we intend devising means to see 
that assistance actually reaches all deserving cases, During the 
course of the year, the State Finance Corporation has come into 
being. It has an authorised capital of Rs. 2 crores and Issued 
Capital of Rs. 1 crore, Government have subscribed a share 
capital of Rs. 61 lakhs and the Reserve Bank has contributed 
Rs. rg lakhs. For the remaining Rs. 24 lakhs subscriptions from 
companies and the public have been received. The shares of the 
Corporation are guaranteed by Government in regard to the repay- 
ment of their principal and a minimum dividend of 3 1/2 per cent. 
The Regulations of the Corporation will soon be published. The 
rules for advancing loans to industries have already been issued, 
We hope that the Corporation will be in a position to render sub- 
stantial assistance for the industrial development of the State. The 
question of rehabilitating Cottage industries and increasing their 
economic efficiency by power, will be examined im all its aspects 
and proposals when finalised will be placed before you for approval. 


THE FIVE YEAR PLAN. 


The coming year is the fourth year of the Five Year Plan: 
Iam sure the hon. Members will be interested to know how 
the budget proposals “compare with the targets set in the Plan 
and how far we have proposed in its implementation. So far 
as it relates to the State, the investment programme in the public 
sector is estimated to cost Rs. 27°32 crores. Over the period 
of three years, 1951-54 the expenditure incurred by the State on 
the Plan will amount to Rs. 13°67 crores. 


The expenditure in 1951-52 was Rs. 435-89 lakhs, in 1952-53 
Rs. 468°82 lakhs, in 1953-54 Rs. 461°79 lakhs and in 1954-55 it 
will be Rs, 628°64 lakhs. Thus, in the first three years of the Plan, 
the progress of expenditure in this State amounts to Rs. 1366°50 
lakhs, which is well nigh so per cent of the total outlay of 
Rs. 2732 lakhs, These figures are exclusive of expenditure on the 
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Community Development Projects, Development Blocks and National 
Extension Service Centres. Setting aside these schemes and after 
allowing for the expenditure provided for in the budget estimates 
for the ensuing year, the balance to be spent on the Plan in 1955-56 
will be of the order of Rs. 736.86 lakhs. 


Along with other budget documents, copies of a statement 
which details the progress of Five Year Plan in the State, will be 
supplied to the Hon’ble Members. It will be seen therefrom that 
the State has gone a long way in the realisation of the physical targett 
of the Plan. 


While on the subject, I should like to make a brief mention 
of the financial resources available for the Plan. The Plannin: 
Commission had estimated that the State would be able to find 
Rs. 25.3 crores out of Rs. 27.32 crores from the normal budgetary 
resources, leaving a gap of Rs. 2.02 crores over the five year period. | 
The normal budgetary resources comprise additional taxation, savings 
from current revenues, loans from the public, deposits and other 
miscellaneous receipts on capital account and Central assistance. 
The new taxes indicated by them are Estate duty, Betterment levy 
and surcharge on land revenue. As the hon, members are aware, 
the Parliament has enacted necessary legislation for the levy of Estate 
duty, but the law regulating the distribution of its proceeds as 
required by clause (2) of Article 269 of the Constitution has not yet 
been passed. The State Legislature has also not yet passed a resolu- 
tion agreeing to adopt the Central Actin respect of agricultural 
income. Though the Committee appointed by Government to go 
into the question of Betterment Levy has submitted proposals, final 
decision has not yet been taken in the matter. A few years back 
the land tax, which was being levied at 4 cash (nearly 1/8 anna) per 
cent of land was raised to 1/4 anna per cent. Any further increase 
in land tax cannot be thought of at persent. Now that the Govern- 
ment of India have set up a Taxation Enquiry Commission, it is only 
proper that we await their recommendations. The Commission 
will go into the modifications required in the present system of 
taxation and suggest fresh avenues of taxation and will also consider 
the development programme of the country and the resources required 
for it. As regards the stepping up of revenue from the existing 
sources, I am not very optimistic as they are being exploited to the 
extent possible. Against the target of Rs. 2 crores to be raised by 
publics loans, we have already floated a loan of Rs. 3 crores, For 
purposes of the plan, financial assistance from the Government of 
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India is assumed at Rs. 7 crores. Outof this, the State has so far 
received asum of Rs, 2.2¢ crores. These payments are in the shape 
of loans at 4 per cent interest per annum. For the next year the 
Government of India have promised, similar financial assistance to 
the extent of Rs. 2.75 crores. 

From the foregoing review of our resources, it is evident that 
the gap originally fixed at Rs, 2 crores will be much larger. Certain 
readjustments are also contemplated in the financial targets of the 
plan, which will have the effect of raising the total outlay to Rs. 29 
crores. I should think. therefore that the size of the gap between 
our requirements and resources will be of the order of Rs, 7 crores, 
Now the State has come to the end of her resources for niaintaining 
the progress and completing the plan within the quinquenniun 
1951-56. This Government may not by themselves be able to 

‘succeed in filling in the gap unless the Government of India come 
forward to render Financial assistance ona larger scale and I hope 
they will. These are facts for the serious consideration of the House 
and opportunities for that will be available when the budget is dis- 
cussed in. detail. 


ACCOUNTS FOR 1952-53. 


Before I turn to review the progress of revenue and expenditure 
. during the current year, I should like to give the House an idea of 
the actuals for the last completed year 1952-53. While presenting 
the budget for the current year, a deficit on revenue account amount- 
ing to Rs. 9.99 lakhs was anticipated in the revised estimates for 
1952-53, but the final accounts of the year actually resulted in a 
revenue surplus of Rs, 47.26 lakhs, which was mainly the result of 
the unanticipated grant of Rs. 45 Jakhs received from the Union 
Government under Article 275 (1) of the Constitution pursuant to 
the recommendation of the Finance Commission. On the capital 
side, the prograrme of construction of the hydro-electric projects 
and the irrigation schemes progressed according to schedule, The 
total capital outly during the year however stood at Rs. 4.20.23 lakhs 
against Rs. 504.39 lakhs budgeted for, the fall being the result of 
large savings in the allotment for investment in the shares of com- 
mercial concerns. As in the previous year our accumulated revenue 
surpluses were utilised to finance most of the capital schemes. 


REVISED ESTIMATES 1953-54. 


Tshall now give a brief account of the financial position of the 
current year and the prospects fur the coming year. e 
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As the House is aware, the budget for the current year antici- 
pated a revenue of Rs, 1713.87 lakhs and provided for an expendi- 
ture on revenue account of Rs. 1727.94 lakhs, leaving a revenue 
deficit of Rs. 14.07 lakhs. The total revenue for the year is now 
estimated at Rs. 1703.82 lakhs and the total expenditure on re- 
venue account at Rs. 1614.72 lakhs, resulting in a surplus of Rs. 
89.10 lakhs. This transformation of the deficit anticipated in the 
budget estimates into a surplus in the revised estimates calls for 
explanation. 


Under Revenue, the revised estimates indicate a’ drop of 
Rs. 10.05 lakhs, which is the net result of variations under several 
heads. The expenditure for the year also is expected to fal] short 
of the estimates by Rs, 113.22 lakhs, but I don’t propose to tax the 
patience of the House with details regarding variations since they 
are explained in detail in the Budget Memorandum which will be 
distributed to the members shortly. 


On the capital side, the budget provided for an expenditure of 
Rs. 528.71 lakhs against which the revised is now estimated at 
Rs. 394.59 lakhs. The savings occur mainly under capital outlay on 
industrial development, on civil works and on electricity schemes. 


Notwithstanding the fall in capital expenditure, there was at 
times strain on the ways and means position in consequence of 
heavy food payments. That was eased to some extent by the Moat- 
ation of a new public Ican of Rs. 3 crores during the year. The 
loan assistance of Rs, 2.25 crores promised by the Government of 
India for the current year for implementing the schemes under 
the Five Year Plan has also been received in full. In the result the 
current year is expected to close with an increased cash balance of 
Rs, 316.76 lakhs, 


BUDGET ESTIMATES 1954-55. 


One thing that is most striking in the budget estimates for the 
year is the appearance of some new heads of account which have 
been opened in conformity with audit requirements. To mention 
a few, the outlay on the development schemes under the Five Year 
Plan hitherto merged with other expenditure booked under the 
various minor heads of account has now been brought under a se< 
parate minor head—<‘‘Development Schemes’’-opened under each. 
So also, the classification of expenditure under the major head 63 
B Community Development Projects has been rendered more des- 
criptive so as to exhibjt individually the progress achieved in the 
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financial targets in respect of each Community Project started in 

the State. 


For the year r9g4-55, the revenue receipts are estimated at 
Rs. 1728.47 lakhs, a peak figure, which records an increase of 
Rs. 24.65 lakhs over the Revised estimates for the current year, 
The increase is mainly due to enhanced revenue expected under 
(i) Sales Tax from non-resident dealers who have now become 
assessable to State Sales Tax under Art. 286 (i) of the Constitution, 
(ii) Grants-in-aid from the Government of India in respect of the 
Handloom Industry, the Community Development Projects and 
N. E. S. Blocks in view of the increased volume of expenditure 
provided for them, and (iii) royalties on mineral sands due to 
higher selling price obtaining now and intensive exploitation by the 
mineral concerns. This increase in revenue is however partly offset 
by a substantial fall in the excise revenue owing to reduced rentals 
obtained in the recent Abkari auctions for the next year. 


On the expenditure side, the overall estimate for ro 54-55 on 
revenue account is plaved at Rs. 1860.01 lakhs, which exceeds the 
revised estimates for the current year by Rs. 245.29 lakhs. Com- | 
pared to previous years, it records the peak level of expenditure, 
because of the rise in the tempo of developmental schemes already 
undertaken. In respect of the schemes of development embodied 
in the State Five Year Plan, the expenditure on revenue account 
during the current year is only Rs. 121.25 lakhs inthe revised 
estimates against which a provision of Rs. 275.17 lakhs is made in 
the Budget Estimates for 1954-55. It will thus be seen that in- 
creased expenditure is anticipated under almost all the heads of 
account due mainly to the special provision made fox the imple- 
mentation of the Development Schemes under the Five Year Plan. 
The hon, Members will find the details of variations explained in 
the Budget Memorandum. 


CAPITAL PROGRAMME. 


It may be seen that ample provision has been included on the 
Capital side also to implement the ‘Five Year Plan Schemes’ as 
also for the furtherance of the Industrial Development Schemes of 
the State. With a view to attain the target under the Five Year 
Plan, an allotment of Rs. 205.35 Jakhs has been provided for 
‘Power Schemes’ in the budget for the ensuing year. For imple- 
menting the Irrigation’ Schemes already taken up, a sum of Rs. 50 
lakhs has been set apart in addition to the provision included in the 
Revenue Account for the same purpose amounting to Rs. 1 14 lakhs. 
Further, to minimise the hardships now experienced by the public 
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travelling in the State Transport buses and to eliminate overloading 
a provision of Rs. 36.41 lakhs has been included in the present 
budget. For supply of drinking water to coastal areas, a sum of 
Rs. 50 lakhs has been included in the next year’s budget. It is 
anticipated that 75 per cent. of the cost thereof will be met by the 
Government of India. 


WAYS AND MEANS. 


Asalready observed, the next financial year is expected to close 
with a revenue deficit of Rs. 131.54 lakhs. Our Capital programme 
is to cost Rs. 525.¢5 lakhs which takes into account an assistance 
of Rs, 40 lakhs anticipated to be received from the Government of 
India. The Government of India have also assured that they will 
be providing further assistance in the shape of loans to the extent 
of Rs. 275 lakhs for implementing ‘the Five Year Plan Schemes, 
The three crore loan floated in r944, matures for payment on 
15-5-1954. and provision has therefore been included in the budget 
for the clearance of the balance still outstanding against the loan 
account, a portion of the scripts pertaining to the above loan having 
already been converted into 4 per cent Development Loan during 
the current year. It is also proposed to redeem the loan of Rs, 70 
lakhs raised by the erstwhile Cochin Government in 1943 during 
the next year for which also necessary provision has been included 


in the budget. 


The transactions under Debt Heads during the ensuing year 
are expected to bring ina net receipt of Rs. 484.93 lakhs and this 
together with the surplus expected during the current year is con- 
sidered sufficient to meet the charges referred to supra, The open- 
ing cash balance of Rs. 316.76 lakhs for the year 1954-55 is however 
expected to be reduced to Rs. 184.60 lakhs at the close of the 
year as a result of the transactions referred to above. This cash 
balance may be considered fairly sufficient to carry on the day to 
day administration of the State. 


DEBT POSITION. 


A statement of our assets and liabilities is given as Appendix I 
to the Budget Memorandum. It maybe seen therefrom that our 
assets as at the close of 1954-55 are expected to aggregate Rs. 50.57 
crores while our liabilities would be only Rs. 37.0% crores. Fora 
State with a liquid asset of Rs. 10.91 Crores and a revenue of 
about Rs. 17 crores the liabilities referred to supra, are not quite 
significant. Our Financial position may therefore be considered 
to be quite sound, 
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CONCLUSION. 


The problems which this State has to face in the near future 
are varied and serious. Our commitments on development schemes 
involve further heavy amounts and our resources to raise funds | 
by taxation or otherwise are limited. We have to keep up the 
standards of progressive administration and to solve the pressing 
problems facing us such as those of unemployment, chronic deficit 
in food supply, shortage of housing, ill-health, conditions of labour 
and so on. However, with a view to making education cheaper 
and more widespread, Governmént are seriously considering the 
question of reducing the school fees of children in the middle school 
classes and hope to. be able to give effect to the proposal before 
the commencement of the next school year. This Government will 
bestow their anxious and serious attention to the matters to which 
I have referred and hope, when they meet you again, to place before 
you proposals that will facilitate a solution of these problems.

The Sub-Magistrate ordered 
the mob to disperse and in spite of repeated warnings, the order 
was not obeyed and the pelting of stones and soda bottles was 
continued. Order was then given to the police to open fire, 
Enquiries were later made by the Sub-Magistrate and three criminal 
cases are now pending, relating to the incident at the Sub- 
Magistrate’s court.

Shri C. K. Ramachandran -Nair : I move that a reply in 
the following form be presented to His Highness the Rajpramukh 
expressing the thanks of the Assembly for the speech delivered by 
him: : 

“* May it Please Your Highness, 

We, the members of the Legislative Assembly, beg leave to thank Your 
Highness for the Address delivered to this Assembly.”’ 

Sir, I wish to say a few words about the Address. I feel that 
the Address has touched almost every field of social work and the 
welfare of the depressed classes in the State. Almost all the aspects 
have been mentioned in general. First of all let me come to the 
land policy Here it is plainly and simply stated that the question 
of agrarian reforms will receive the earnest and immediate attention 
of my Government. My Government propose to initiate Legislation 
to afford to tenants security of tenure and fixity of fair rent and to 
assure to actual cultivators maximum return for their toil. We all - 
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know certain limitations are put on us by the Constitution. Standin 
within the limits of the Constitution the address contains much for 
the amelioration of the conditions of the people. A fixed land 
policy is going to be initiated: J think a Bill will be introduced and 
a firal solution of that problem will be found. It is also stated the 
Government will also examine the possibility of fixing a ceiling for 
holding of land to preclude accumulation in the hands of a few. 
Coming to this question I think it is more elaborate to deal at 
, present. 

Then comes the question of free compulsory education, It is a 
more adventurous endeavour on the part of Government. Education 
is the most important aspect of a country’s prosperity. Government 
are going to provide free education for all the children until they 
complete the age of fourteen years. If education is poor the next 
generation of the electorate will hardly be above the Jevel of the 
masses. Education today, is defective in many ways. There is 
mention in the address of the necessity for re-orientation of the 
educational system. If the Government can make secondary edu- 
cation free in this country that alone should go a long way in im- 
proving the educational standard of the country. About the educa- 
tional question I have nothifig more to say now. . 


Now with regard to prohibition. I feel that prohibition is a 
good thing and it actually raises the standard of morality of the 
people. I personally feel like that. I would suggest to the Govern- 
ment to advance the scheme as far as possible. But there is the 
handicap that auctions of 1954 have already been confirmed. Of 
course there are complaints that essences and other illicit production 
of liquor are not discouraged. But on the whole I congratulate the 


Government, 


As regards industries the address states that the Government 
would devote their attention for industrial development. ‘A 
diversified economy is essential for the welfare of the State’’, and it 
is encouraging to note that the development of cottage industries has 
been taken up. The address states that the Panchayats in the country 
will be given greater resources and they will be made units of local 

administration. 


th regard to Public Services we note that the integration of 
setvices will be completed sooh. It is also seen an independent 
Anti-Corruption Tribunal of high judical status is to be appointed. 
.The suppression of corruption if looked to will be an eticouraging 
sign. I do not wish to go further into that aspect of the matter. 
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Before concluding I may appeal to the House that this motion 
should be accepted unanimously. Further, as you will know, at the 
present juncture it is most desirable that there should be utmost 
cO- operation among the Members of this House. In this emergency 
period this is the only possible thing and I appeal to the hon. Mem- 
bers of this House to pass this motion unanimously,

General Discussion of the Budget for 1954-55. 


Mr. Speaker: We will now pass on to the General Discussion 
of the Budget, 
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Dr. A. R. Menon: I believe, Sir, that it has become a 
convention by long usage on the budget occasion not only to deal 
with. the monetary transactions but also to give the general 
administration proper suggestions either to improve the Government 
or to remove the difficulties that face them. Following this princi- 
ple, I propose to deal with only one subject, a subject of paramount 
importance, a subject which bristles with great difficulties, a subject 
which is likely to cause great differences of opinion and dissensions 
among our people, I refer, Sir, to the question of Aikya Kerala. 
Though that question has been posed in one of the amendments pro- 
posed to the Rajpramukh’s address and though in a very vague 
manner an answer was given by the hon. Chief Minister about 
the policy of the P. S. P., the question is not solyed and is not 
likely to be salved unless we sit together, concentrate our attention 
and find out a solution to solve this great and difficult question. 
The question is beyond the capacity of this House to deal with, 
because there are other interests in the formation of the Kerala 
‘Province, which are outside the jurisdiction of this House. Other 
parts would have to be taken in, for the formation of Kerala 
Province. 


Now, Sir, from a democratic point of view, there is a section, 
the Tamilnad people, who have established a case for secession by 
two consecutive elections. At the same time, we have to bring in 
Malabar. Iam asking this question to this House what is this 
Kerala Province if all the Tamil portions are separated from it : 
What then remains ? I am asking, would it not be possible to 
strike a via media, necessary modifications, so that all our Tamil 
friends who have been living with us through decades, may continue . 
to live with us and contribute their share to the prosperity and 
stability of this beautiful land ? Providence has endowed this land 
with beauty, grace and fertility and whatever problems the State is 
faced with, they should not spoil this beauty, this unique position . 
that this State occupies in India. Innumerable visitors and tourists 
who have come here and seen the beauty of this place were 
enamoured of this glamorous land, 


Mr. Speaker: Order, order. We will now adjourn for: 
lunch and meet again at 2-30 P.M.

_ Dr. A. R. Menon—(contd.) : Sir, this question raises various 
issues» Different political parties hold different wiews- and unless - 
we.come to a solution by means of an adjustment this problem will 
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not be solved. Now the Communist Party is clearly of the opinion 
that the division of the State on a purely linguistic basis is the proper. 
solution, The P. S. P. and the Congress are willing to agree to 
the linguistic proposition provided the point of view of economic, 
geographical and other considerations are taken into account. Sir, 
in other words, division into linguistic provinces is ‘not possible 
without taking into consideration the administrative, economic and 
geographical aspects. It does not follow that every province must 
have only one language. Though the effect of the recommendations 
of this proposition is logical, difficulties may arise. Same is the case 
that faces the whole of India. The Telugu people and the Canarese 
are out with their demands, At a time when democracy itself is 
not well established in this land, is it worthwhile to create such 
quarrels and troubles? The separation of Pakistan and Hindustan did 
not génerate so nauch heat as this contemplated division into 
Linguistic Province. The main reasons are sentiment and faith, 
Faith is not based upon logic. Sentiment is not always to be con- 
trolled by reason. The Members of this House should, as far as 
possible, control their sentiment and view the proposition in a 
practical way. It is impossible to allow this land to be divided. 
If a division of Travancore is inevitable then the situation would be 
that the United States of Cochin and Travancore to integrate with 
Madras State. If the Tamil Nad is separated, we do not have suffi- 
ecient economic and other resources to enable us to stand as an 
independent Province. The only other alternative, as I said, is to 
amalgamate and integrate this State with the Madras State. At the 
recent Palghat Political Conference, the point was adumbrated and 
advocated that it isto the interests of Kerala that all component parts 
should integrate with Madras State, To have a separate Government 
with Cochin and Malabar and a dismembered Travancore will be more 
a liability than an asset. Under these conditions we thought the 
best thing would be to join together. These aré the various view 
points and if the House will consider‘all these aspects irrespective of 
party considerations and in a spirit of give and take, we can evolve 
a scheme which will fit in with the spirit of the times. We have 
to. meet with the requirements of our people. . We are, after all, 
far more advanced and, therefore, more willing for a give and take 
than other areas. In this spirit we must approach this proposition 
and I invite this House to consider this question because the com-. 
mission appointed for the purpose is expected here in three or four | 
months, It will be in the interest of the State that we sit together 
and consider this proposition fully, and come to a decision. I think 
this is a most important question at this juncture and the motion 
will have the unanimous support of this House. .

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Shri N. Raghava Kurup : Sir, a point of order. Is it proper 
on the part of the Member to remark on the observations made by 
another Member as ‘absurd’? Is it parliamentary? 


Mr. Speaker : If strong words are avoided, it would be good. 

Shri N. Raghava Kurup: I wanta ruling whether the word 
is parliamentary. 

Mr. Speaker : It isiparliamentary, 


Shri A. A. D, Luiz: Sir, suggestions have been made in this 
House that the merchants in Quilon should work with no margin of 
profit; there have been suggestions that the Syndicate organised by 
manufacturers for effecting purchases and sales conveniently should 
be liquidated and there has also been a careless remark that the 
facilities, if any, offered to the manufacturers’ Syndicate must be 
withdrawn. It is most unfortunate that nothing intelligent and 
constructive has been suggested by the hon. Members of the U. F. L. 
Bench who sponsored this adjournment motion. Much has been 
said to disillusion and misguide the humble labourer so that he may 
feel sympathetic to the United Leftists at the next occasion when 
they go out to the polls. 


I am of opinion that the Manufacturers find no pleasure in 
shutting up organisations specially built up at great cost and much 
effort to provide labour for the countrymen. Now, more than ever, 
capitalist and manufacturer are fully conversant with the fact that Gov- 
ernments in the various States in India are very much concerned in 
the welfare of labour and shall not permit unnecessary interference 
in the normal happiness of the labour in this State. 


I feel convinced that the ruling on the High Court of our State 
with regard to collection of sales tax and which decision was subse- 
quently set aside by the Federal Court has brought much confusion 
to the manufacturers. For no mistake of theirs the Capitalist and the 
manufacturer stand heavily indebted to the Government for large 
amounts due by way,of sales tax. It would be advisable for the Gov- 
ernment to study the situation and to assist the manufacturer. ° 


The hon. Members of the U. F. L. Party who moved and sup- 
ported this motion would have conveyed much happiness to the 
Members of this House and the labourers if they did influence their 
‘Russian and Chinese associates to start consuming the Cashewnuts, 

An attempt in this direction would have created a market other than 
“the one in the United States and at the same time created a con- 
. siderable amount of relief for the Cashewnut industry. We are all

‘Then, Sir, Government will 
consider the question of education and make our education to suit 
the requirements of the people, by changing the purely literary

We have heard opinions of political parties and of individuals 
but all have been conspicuously silent about the Backward Classes 
in this State and the difficulties they are experiencing to avail of 
concessions provided for them. It is indeed regrettable that the 
affairs of a large group of people coming under the classification of 
Backward Classes have not engaged the attention of this House. I am 
not referring to Anglo-Indians in particular but J am referring to the 
entire group asa whole. No substantial. measure of relief has been 
envisaged for the Backward Classes even in the statements made by 
the Finance Minister. , 

In the Constitution of India and in various other places you have 
liberal mentions about concessions, protections and privileges for the 
Backward Classes but the actual availability becomes difficult owing 
to the slow working of administrative machinery, especially in 
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Trivandrum and the strong manner in which everything is tied up 
in red tapeism. Much of the slow moving administrative machinery 
and the production of red tapeism is all over here and nowhere else, 


The Backward Classes are entitled to preferential treatment with 
regard to admissions in colleges but T wish to bring to the attention 
of this House that as a result of non-reservation of a really required 
quota and as a result of no reservation in certain institutions the 
members of the Backward Classes are unable to go in for higher 
education. Another deadlock raises because the funds allocated are 
- insufficient to meet the demands. 


I wish to avail of this opportunity to request the Government 
that the Backward Classes in this State’ should receive priority of 
attention. Youreally have very conspicuous numbers of Backward 
communities in this State. By conveying happiness to them alone 
you can raise the general degree of happiness of the citizens in this 
State. I really hope that the needs of the Backward Classes of this 
State will receive serious and prompt attention of the benign 
Government of this State.

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: Then why such peace- 
meal extension of prohibition in this State; why could not that be 
introduced throughout the State? ; 
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Minister for Finance (Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai): Sir, I stand 
up to fulfil a convention. Having moved the Vote on Account, I 
_ have to reply.and satisfy that convention, Iam here to say a few 
words. Before doing so, may I sincerely thank the Hon. Members 
who participated in the debate for the valuable suggestions which 
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they placed before the House, and which made it possible for us to 
understand the various viewpoints of the people. As you all know,the 
budget which | presented before you was iramed by previous Govern- . 
ment and we have only taken up the figures temporarily for the 
day-to-day administration. Such being the case, I need not go far, 
i think, to explain the figures contained in the budget nor would 
it be necessary for me to explain the policies implied in them. 

Our present problem is the economic condition which our 
country is at present passing through. From every side of the House, 
questions of unemployment and under employment were empha- 
sized, That evidently means that the purchasing power of the 
people, as was referred to by one or two Hon. Members, has 
gone down. What can be done immediately to raise the 
purchasing power of the people, to remedy uncmployment and 
underemployment are problems which confront South India 
asa whole, say the nation asa whole. Ina sense, it is not a 
problem for the Government; it is a problem for the people. 
It is essentially a people’s problem now. With our density of popu- 
lation and with our limited resources, we can utilise the manpower 
available to increase the purchasing power of the people. If you 
ask me what we are going to do in this regard, Lcan only draw your 
attention to the statement in the Raj pramukh’s address. You will con- 
cede that the most important problem is the tenancy problem, the 
relationship between the landlord and the tenant. The Incentive for 
the tiller of the soil should be given to take an active interest in his 
avocation in life, so shat the productivity of the land may increase, 
so that the purchasing power of the people may increase, so that the 
living standards may improve, so that, in the end, the prosperity of 
the land may be assured. As is well known, our country is an.agri- 
cultural country, and a large section of our population is wedded to 
agriculture. But on the land, there are several persons with 
interest in it in diverse degrees, the owner landlord and the 
tenant farmer, with several intermediaries. Thus the problem is 
one of no easy solution. But it has to be solved, and I may go to 
the extent of saying that all the relevant materials for a solution are 
available with us. . But these materials have to be collected and 
decisions taken. At any rate, I may announce without any diffidence, 
that this Government will venture into the field and arrive at deci- 
sions very soon. With the co-operation, help and consideration 
of the House, this Government hope, in the not very distant future, 
to enact measures which will help to solve the problem and _ thus 
increase the productivity of the land and consequently the purchasing 
power as well of the people. That is the most important fact 
which I request my friends to consider. 
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Then, Sir, about the industries. If we confine to agriculture 
in a land like ours, surely we cannot aspire for the high 
standards attained by the highly advanced countries. For that 
industrialisation is absolutely necessary. As a party, we hold the view 
that decentralisation of industries will serve the best interests of the 
country. Decentralisation of industries and the organisation of cottage 
industries on proper lines by introducing new small machines run 
with electric power, will increase the purchasing power of another 
section of the public. Thus by this two-fold approach, by solving 
the agricultural problem and by organising industrial production on 
a co-operative basis, the major problem of the economic develop- 
ment of the country should, in a way be helped; I do not venture 
to say that it will be completely solved. But I hope that we will 
be able to alleviate the misery to a certain extent. 

In the speech of Shri George emphasis was made that the pre- 
vailing price of food grains is very high and that the purchasing 
power of the people is very low ; and his opinion was that the only 
remedy was to lower the price of rice. On the other hand, I would 
go to the extent of saying that the difficulty can be got over in 
another way, by raising the purchasing power of the people. 

Shri M. P. Menon: Does it mean that the Government is 
not prepared to reduce the price ? 

Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: Iam sorry Mr. Menon does not 
understand me. I was putting it from the theoretical point of view.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I appreciate that point. But 
at the same time, I must say that our food prices will depend upon 
world prices of foodgrains also, Then we have to assess our taxable 
capacity. That will depend upon the national income. Applying these 
to our State, we will have to tax the people. How much will we 
be able to do so? You see these are problems which face us 
at present. Ido not say I am well-versed in the subject, but as 
a student of finance, Ihave triedto study the subject for some 
time. And I would request hon. Members to think over the matter. 

Mr. Speaker: Order, order. 1 am now putting the cut 
motions to vote. 

The motions of Shri N. Narayana Kurup, Shri J. A. Bhat, Shri 
V. K. Achuta Menon, Shri P. R. Krishnan, Shri T. K. Krishnan, Shri 
R. Ponnappa Nadar, Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar, Shri A. A. D. 
Luiz, Shri Joseph Chazhikattu and Shri T. P. Sitaraman were, by 
leave, withdrawn. 

The motion for vote on account of the *Budget for to54-55 was 
put to vote and carried,

FIRST SUPPLEMENT TO THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE UNITED NATIONS, THE GOVERNMENT OF 
NORWAY AND THE GOVERNMENT OF 
INDIA CONCERNING ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT 


Project for Fisheries Community Development 
in the State of Travancore-Cochin. 


Whereas the United Nations, the Government of Norway and 
the Government of India, having agreed to co-operate in carrying out 
a programme of development projects to contribute to the further- 
ance of the economic and social welfare of the people of India ; 

Whereas, the said Parties, having agreed that a project for 
fisheries community development in the State of Travancore-Cochin 
be undertaken in fulfilment of the objectives of the Agreement 
entered into between the said three parties on October 17, 1952 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘(Main Agreement’’) ; 

Now, Therefore, the Parties to this Supplemental Agreement, 
having consulted ‘together, hereby agree as follows : 


1. Description of Project. 
The purpose of the project is to bring about :— 
(2) an increase in the return of fishermen’s activity, 


(b) an efficient distribution of ‘fresh fish and improvement of 
fish products, 


(c) an improvement of the health and sanitary conditions of 
the fishing population, and 


(d) in general, a higher standard of living for the community 
in the project-area. 


To achieve this purpose intensive work will be started in the 
State of Travancore-Cochin in a limited area and gradually expanded.’ 
To begin with, the two fishing communities on both sides of the © 
Neendakara bridge have been selected. On an area of about 1o 
square miles these communities have a total population of about 
12,000 and have approximately 400 fishing boats. 
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In this locality : 


(i) to the extent feasible present fishing boats will be sup-° 


plied with suitable motors for which repair facilities 
will be provided, and new types of nets, fishing crafts 
and shore installations for handling boats and nets 
will be introduced. The possibilities of supple 
mentary employment of the fishermen will be 
explored, 


(ii) improvement in the handling and distribution of fresh 


fish will be introduced by providing one or more 
plants for producing ice, insulated sheds for short- 
term storage of ice, and insulated vans and, if desir- 
able, motor cralts for transporting fresh fish. Efforts 
will be made to organize the distribution of fresh 
fish increasingly by fishermen’s co-operative organiza- 
tions which will be assisted in such manner as may 
be necessary. Equipment will be indroduced for the 
extraction of fish oil, and the possibilities of improv- 
ing curing methods and producing fish meal from 
waste products will be examined, and 


(ii) improvement of environmental sanitation will be carried 


out, with the main stress on the. supply of safe drink- 
ing water, construction of Jatrines and disposal of 
sewage. A small Wealth Unit will be established 
including a dispensary with a small number of beds, 
and contributions will be made tothe running of 
such a unit by providing a certain amount of equip- 
ment medicines, etc. Emphasis will be placed on 
preventive work and health education. 


In order to ensure effective use of equipment and gear and 


continuity in the health and sanitary services, technical personnel as 
may be requested will be provided for demonstration, operation and 
maintenance of the various parts of the project and for the train- 
ing of fishermen and of local personnel. 


Medical assistance from Norway may include equipment and 


medicines needed for the tackling of health problems which may 
not be of major importance within the area selected, but which 
exist along the coastal area of Travancore-Cochin, like filariasis. 


In view of the importance of marine fisheries research, equip- 


ment for work at sea will be provided for the use of the Marine 
Biological Laboratories of the University at Trivandrum.

2. Administration of Project. 


(a) The Project shall be administered by.the Government 
of Travancore-Cochin under the general supervision 
of the Government of India and in consultation with 
the Representative of the Board of the Norwegian 
Foundation. 


(b) Items purchased from Norwegian funds under this Agree- 
ment and brought to India shall, unless otherwise 
agreed upon, become the property of the Govern- 
ment of India. 


©) Tt, will be the endeavour of the Government of India even- 
tually to enable fishermen’s organisations to take 
over, on terms to be determined by the Government 
of India, project equipment which is of direct 
importance to the fishermen. 


3. Contributions to the Project. 


The contribution by the Norwegian Foundation will conéist in 
providing : 

(a) equipment, as mentioned under 1—Description of 
Project, 

(b) such equipment for the construction of the project 
centre, including housing for the Norwegian 
personnel, health centre, repair shops, etc., as ma 
be required to be procured by the Norwegian Founda- 
tion, 

(c) such technical personnel as the Foundation may provide 
on request, and 


(d) scholarships and fellowships or other arrangements under 
which, by agreement between the Indian Govern- 
ment, and the Foundation, candidates shall study or 
receive training in Norway. 


The Contribution of the United Nations to the Project through 

_ its Technical Assistance Board and the Organizations represented 

thereon shall take the form of the provision of such assistance 

appropriate to the project as the said Board and Organizations 

under their respective rules and regulations may provide, subject te 
the provisions of the Main Agreement, 
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The contribution by the Government of India will consist in : 


(1) materials needed locally for construction and building 
purposes, such as materials for modification of boats, 
building of sheds and houses, 


(2) covering the cost of all local labour, 


(3) providing Indian personnel for supervision and for train. 
ing in taking over the functions of the Norwegian 
personnel, and such other personne] as may be 
needed, 


(4) providing site for the project centre, and 


(5) meeting local costs for the Norwegian personnel as may 
be agreed upon between the Government of India 
and the Government of Norway from time to time, 


4. Implementation of Project. 


Any communication concerning the implementation of the 
project shall be forwarded by the initiating party simultancousy to 
the two other parties to this Agreement. 


The provisions of the Main Agreement shall apply to this 
Supplemental Agreement. 


This Supplemental Agreement shall enter into force on the 
date of its signature, and shall remain in force until terminated by 
either party upon six months notice to the others,

Minister for Finance (Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai): Sir, perhaps 
according to convention, Ihave to say a few words. I understand 
Mr. Kurup made some remarks about my absence from the House for 
afew minutes. All that I want to say here is that as a human being 
one is liable to limitations and I expect my hon. friends to entertain 
human feelings when they offer their criticisms. Viewed from the 
purely technical point of view of parliamentary provisions or practices, 
there is no rule ot convention that the whole cabinet should be 
present in the House all the time. I would request my friend to 
look up precedents before he makes a point of it here.

Now, Sir, I have introduced the Travancore-Cochin Appro- 
priation (Vote on Account) Bill, 1954. Generally, when a Bill fs 
taken up for consideration, the discussion on it is conditioned by the 
statement of objects and reasons. My friend Mr. Kurup, who 
initiated the discussion today, Ihave to presume, did not even read 
the objects and reasons of the Bill, nor does he seem to have thought 
af them. The objects and reasons of this Bill are: 


“The Bill is in pursuance of Article 206 of the Constitution of 
India, read with Article 238 thereof and is intended to pro- 
vide for the withdrawal out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of the moneys required to meet the expenditure charged 
on the Consolidated Fund and the Grants made in advance b 
the Legislature in respect of the estimated expenditure of the 
Government of Travancore-Cochin.’’ 


‘The sum and substance of the Bill is to get authorisation to 
draw the amount which was voted by this House yesterday. I never 
thought that Mr. Kurup, when he initiated discussion today, 
would go it a tangent away from the subject and discuss foreign 
policy. That was a great surprise to me. We are functioning under 
a written constitution, The functions of the States and the Centre 
are very clearly defined in it. And it is Jaid down that a discussion 
of foreign policy does not come within the ambit of a State 
legislature. Whether the fifth column activity is conducted by the 
countries of the Old World or the New World, whether the fifth 
column activities are conducted by men who hold old ideologies or 
new ideologies, when the fifth column activities are such that they 
will affect the security of the State, the State will be bound to take 
notice of it and safeguard its in terests, That will be within our 
province according to the constitution. But the remarks of my friend 
are too wide off the mark. Any Government, by its very nature, 
will be bound to preserve the peace and security of the State with all 
their power. That was what struck my mind when member after 
member dilated upon the activities of forcign Governments or the 
activities of foreigners in this State. They are not, relevant to the 
present discussion here. One other speech which attracted my 
attention was that of a member who made a kind of carping criticism 
of the Police administration in this country. Ido not want to say 
anything more on that matter than what the Chief Minister has 
stated. What I am concerned with here is to explain the purposes of 
this Bill, As I pointed out earlier, the sums asked for and granted by 
this House have to be authorised to be withdrawn from the 
consolidated fund. This Bill is under consideration for that purpose 
only. And this amount, as Members know, is to cover the admini- 
stration of the State for a period of four months. Now, having

granted that amount, the Members have proceeded to review the 
matter once-again. There was the question of a comprehensive land 
policy in the State which was mentioned in the Rajpramukh’s: 
address. Now, reference was made on that by many hon. Members. 
Was there any constructive suggestion on the subject ? I expected 
that some suggestions would be made. ‘Was any direction given to 
us in regard to the tenancy problem? In the same way, an indication . 
was made in the Address that the Treasury Bench will try to remedy 
the legitimate grievances of the people who are enjoying lands under 
different tenures like the Sripandaravaka or the Sripadam etc. 1 was 
listening to the remarks of the hon. Members, expecting some 
suggestions to be made on this question, Iam sorry to say I have 
not been able to put any. 


Shri. A. Kunjan Nadar : What about Kandukrishi ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : I believe my hon. friend has 
read the Address. Even the Members who spoke during the general 
discussion on the budget had no remarks to make on this subject. 
Those were the points on which we wanted criticism. Constructive 
suggestions as to the difficulties, and the methods of solving them 
would have been valuable and we would have been grateful for 
the suggestions. Unfortunately, there was no such remark; not 
even an attempt at it. The discussion was barren and, may I say, 
off the track. If it was a question of criticism for criticism’s sake, 
Ican understand it. But for such a kind of critical attitude and 
opposition, the conditions in this country do not justify it. After 
all, we are here trying to do what we can with your unanimous 
consent. We pledge ourselves to do what we can to the common 
interest of the country. Therefore we have a right to expect 
definite, constructive proposals on these points, and I expected it. 
With these remarks, I resume my seat.

Statement containing the summary of the recommendations of 
the Rice Mill Enquiry Committee. 


1, The principle embodied in the Notification dated 1-2-1943 
issued by the erstwhile Government of Travancore prohibiting the 


milling of paddy may be accepted as the general State Policy by 
the Government of Travancore-Cochin. 


2. The Committee attaches great weight to the recommenda. 
tions in the Final Report of the Planning Commission in favour of 
organised hand pounding of rice and considers that the Socio- 
economic advantage of hand pounding taken along with the nutri. 
tional merits of hand pounded rice are so overwhelming that no 
change is called for in the policy accepted and given effect to in 
the Travancore area in February 1943 either in respect of milling 
private owned paddy or Government procured paddy. 


3. The Committee recommends that all Government Paddy 
intended for ration should be distributed as paddy. or should be 
processed into rice by the handpounding method through co-opera- 
tive or other special agencies organised for the purpose. Whenever 
paddy is distributed as such, care should be taken to ensure that the 
paddy so distributed is free from chaffand is of good quality. 


4. In places where there may be genuine complaint of scarcity 
of labour for hand-pounding, steps should be taken to organise 
hand-pounding of rice on a co-operative basis in convenient village 
units, the initiative being taken by Government through the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies or the Cottage Industries Board. 


s. As there has been no absolute prohibition of milling of 
paddy in the Cochin area and as several mills are already functioning 
there, a policy of gradual replacement of Rice mills by organised 
hand pounding of rice may appropriately be adopted in the Cochin 
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area. The aim should be to achieve uniformity in the matter of 
complete prohibition of mills throughout the State as early as 
practicable, 


6. Iffor any reason, milling is to be permitted, it should be 
subject to license. The system of licensing should be such as will 
relate separately to mills, if any, for milling Gevernment paddy 
and those for milling private paddy, 


Two members of the Rice Mill Enquiry Committee, Sri M. 
Bhaskara Menon, Assistant Commissioner of Civil Supplies and 
Sri. K. M. Kora M. L, a. had signed the Main Report subject to. 
their dissenting notes. Of these the dissenting note from 
Sri, K. M. Kora, has not yet been received by the Government. 
‘The ‘main suggestions in the dissenting note of Sri M. Bhaskara 
Menon are the following :— 


x. All the existing rice mills, especially those in the Cochin 
area may continue provided they behave honestly and 


well. ‘ 


2. Mills handling Government procured paddy alone in the 
Cochin area may be permitted to handle private paddy 


also. 


3. In all taluks of the State where at least a minimum 
quantity of 1,00,000 paras of paddy can be allotted to 
a mill per annum, mills to handle Government paddy 
may be licensed, the number being suitably restricted.

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN PUBLIC DEBT BILL. 


' Minister for Finance (Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai): I beg to 
introduce the Travancore-Cochin Public Debt Bill. 


Minister for Local Self Government (Shri P. K. Kunju) : 
second it. 


Mr. Speaker : The Bill stands introduced. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Sir, it was considered desirable 
that the Reserve Bank of India should be entrusted with. the: 
management of the securities issued by Government and of the: 
Public Debt of this State. I am just giving a history of this Bill. 
In order to enable the Reserve Bank to perform its duties in 
connection with thé management of the Government securities and 
of the Public Debt of this State, it was necessary to make the 
provisions of the Public Debt Act 1944 (Central Act XVIII of 1944) 
applicable to this State. To give effect to this proposal, legislation 
by Parliament was considered desirable, and, accordingly, the 
Stat. Legislative Assembly passed a resolution under Art, 252 of 
the Constitution of India to enable Parliament to enact the neces- 
sary law. This was done on 4th March 1953.. I will read the 
resolution which was adopted by this House : 
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[Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 


‘“Whereas the Public Debt (Central Act) 1944 contains 
provisions relating to the Government securities 
issued by the Central Government nd for the 

- management of the Public Debt of the Central Gov- 
ernment, and whereas the Public Debt Act has 
been amended to make these provisions also applic- 
able to the securities issued by the State specified in 
Part A of the Schedule to the Constitution of India, 

And whereas to avoid inconvenience to the public, 
it is deemed desirable that the laws and regulations 
relating to Government securities should be 
un'form, as far as possible throughout India ; 


And whereas, it is considered desirable that the 
. Reserve Bank of India be entrusted with the manage- 
ment of the securities issued by the State Govern- 
ment and of the Public Debt of the State, 

Now, therefore, this House hereby resolves, in 
pursuance of Article 252 of the Constitution of 
India that the matters dealt with in the Act afore- 
said shall be regulated in the State of Travancore- 
Cochin by Act of Parliament, in so: far’as the Gov- 
ernment securities issued by the State Government 
and the Public Debt of the State Government are 
concerned, being matters falling within the scope of 

‘ Entry 43 of the State List namely, Public debt of 
the State.”’ 


This was the resolution passed by this House whereby the 
Central Act was made applicable to this State. It was not, how- 
ever, possible for the Parliament to pass the necessary measure 
immediately, and in the meantime, Government had to raise a loan 
of three crores of rupees for financing the State Development 
schemes envisaged under the Five Year Plan. Since the Reserve 
Bank of India has to perform all the work in regard to this matter, 
it was necessary to make the provisions of the Public Debt 
Act, 1944, applicable to the Government securities issued for the 
purpose. referred to above. For this purpose, His Highness the 
Rajpramykh promulgated the Travancore.Cochin Public Debt 
Ordinance Ul of 1953 on 13-97-1953. Though Bill to replace 
the Ordinance was published, the Bill could not be proceeded 
with, consequent on the dissolution of the Legislative 
Assembly. It was necessary to replace Ordinance I by another 
Ordinance and Ordinance V of 1953 was promulgated on 
3e-10-1953. The present Bill is intended to replace Ordinance 
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V of 1953 by an Act of Legislature, This will be seen from the 
Statemant of Objects and Reasons published along with the Bill. 
Thus this is a very formal Bill. This House, after a debate, 
agreed that for-all securities issued the Reserve Bank should have 
control, And we passed a resolution in this House accepting 
that position. Before an Act could be passed, a neeessity arose, 
and an Ordinance was passed, and another Ordinance was passed. 
Now we have to pass this Bill in. order to validate the Ordinance. 
Therefore, I would request that the hon. Members would give 
their whole-hearted support to the Bill, 1 move that the Bill 
be taken into consideration immediately. 


Shri P. K. Kunju : I second it.

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“Te was considered desirable that the Reserve Bank of 
India should be entrusted with the management of 
the securities issued by the Government and of the 
Public Debt of the State. An agreement was accord- 
ingly entered into with the Reserve Bank. In order 
to enable the Reserve Bank to perform the duties in 
connection with the management of the Government 
securities and of the public debt of the State, it was 
necessary to make the provisions of the Public Debt 
Act, 1944 (Central Act XVIII of 1944) applicable 
to this State. To give effect to this proposal, legisla- 
tion by Parliament was considered desirable and ac- 
cordingly the State Legislative Assembly passed a 
resolution under Article 252 of the Constitution to 
enable Parliament to enact the necessary law. It was 
not however possible for Parliament to do so and 
in the meantime Government had to raise a loan of 
three crores of rupees for financing the State Develop- 
ment Scheme envisaged in the Five Year Plan. 
Since all duties in connection with the raising of new 
loans have to be performed by the Reserve Bank, it 
was necessary to make the provisions of the Public 
Debt Act, 1944 applicable to the Government securi- 
ties issued for the purpose referred to above, For 
this purpose, His Highness the Rajpramukh promul- 
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[co. @>. aerac 11018) B] 
gated the Travancore-Cochin Public Debt Ordinance 
II of 1953 which was later on replaced by Ordinance 
V of 1953. The Bill is intended to replace Ordin- 
anc: V of 1953 by an Act of the Legislature.” 
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Shri A. A. D. Luiz: May I explain for the benefit of this 
. House the difficulties that would be experienced by the Stock 
. Exchanges in India if a Public Debt Bill of this nature is not 
passed ? The securities issued by this Government and held by 
persons in and outside India will assume a high and definite status 
if the Reserve Bank of India is authorised to handle the same. if 
. the Travancore-Cochin Government strikes at a new method for 
handling their Government papers, a method contrary to that 
adopted by Madras, Bombay, West Bengal and Mysore it is definite 
that these securities will depreciate in value and one may not be 
able to improve the value of the securities thereafter. It is to 
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the advantage of the Government that has issued the securities and 
definitely to the advantage of the people who are holding and 
dealing with these securities that they are negotiable in the most 
easy manner possible. If the holder of the security is resident 
outside India, he will not be able to negotiate if any institution 
other than the Reserve Bank of India that is dealing with 
Government papers is handling these securities as well. You will be 
paralising the cntire set up; you will be actually dislocating the 
commercial world and lowering the value of the securities if new 
methods are resorted to. At the same time I may also state that 
it would be causing a gloomy prospect for the finances of the 
State. In the present set up especially when the people of the 
State have to look up to the various stock exchanges to meet their 
demands, to sell and buy, it is not possible for us to strike a 
distinction and say that our securities shall not be handled by the 
Reserve Bank of India, a National institution. In this connection 
it would be very interesting to consider another aspect of the 
question. Suppose we authorise a bank within our State to handle 
these securities, and if that bank happens to have no branch at a 
particular place where these securitics are handled in large quanti- 
ties, just imagine the difficulties in store for the holder of the 
securities to negotiate them. I do not think that many of the 
indigenous banks of this State have satisfactory arrangements to 
meet the demands of Stock Exchanges. Further, they will not be 
able to, handle a situation when the holder of a seeurity is 
resident outside India, for all Foreign Exchange is under the control 
of the Reserve Bank of India. I am not prepared to challenge the 
learned opinion expressed by Mr. Raghava Kurup and Mr. 
Panampilli Govinda Menon, but I confidently feel that if the provi- 
sions as envisaged in the’ Bill before the House is not accepted 
by this House, we will be creating considerable amount of 
difficulties to the public at large. I am:absolutely certain that the 
value of the securities is going to be considerably hampered if 
the Bill is not passed forthwith. : 
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Shri N. Raghava Kurup: There are earlier Rulings from 
the Chair that once a Member has taken his seat, no question shall 
be addressed to him, That is why, whenever there are mis-state- 
ments and when the subject-matter referred to has to be clarified 
whether it is from Treasury Benches or from other Members, that. 
we put questions for clarification. Those questions are not meant 
for annoyance, but’ for clarification, which other members have 
left unclarified.

Mr. Deputy Speaker: That is a very important point of 
order, It is not advisable for hon. Members to go and sit in 
the Press Gallery especially when the House is sitting. Therefore, 
I give the ruling that although the hon. Members are at liberty 
to !go out of the Chamber, they should not sit in the Press 
Gallery and be talking to their friends. 
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Shri N. Raghava Kurup: When the last Assembly was 
sitting, Mr. E. P. Varghese, a Member went out of his seat and sat 
in the Press Gallery. Another Member raised a point of order on 
that.

Dr. A. R. Menon: Sir, your ruling is final and you are the 
sole authority. 
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(Mr. Speaker in the chair.) 
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Mr. Speaker : The ruling given by the Chair just now will 
stand, 
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‘ This Assembly resolves that the Government be pleased 
to take up immediately relief measures such as 
remission of land tax, water cess, issue of takkavi 
loans, free supply of seeds and manure to poor peas- 
ants, and starting of new industries and . public works 
and opening up of free ration centres and fair price 
shops in the taluks of Thovala, Agastiswaram and 
Vilavancode, where acute distress is prevailing due to 
drought and inability of cultivators for the next-season 
due to drought conditions and utter poverty,” 
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Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: At the close of my 
speech the Chief Minister will understand, 
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Shri A. A. D. Luiz: Sir, I oppose this resolution. I do 
not advocate that fair price shops should not be started where 
there is an emergency to be met, but I am of opinion that such 
shops should not be continued when that urgency is over. When 
fair price shops are established, the understanding should be that 
they be closed as soon as possible and it should be made clear 
that the people of the locality should make their own arrange~ 
ments to procure their food requirements. 


Tam afraid. it will have a very bad effect on the grow-more- 
food efforts of the State and if fair price shops are continued. 
indefinitely it will also weaken the enthusiasm of the people in

the battle for food. We are all very much inclined to be de- 
pendent. We would like to be supplied with all our require- 
ments of food with no effort on our part. But there should be 
a limit to this desire of ows. We should understand that neces- 
sity is the mother of invention and our efforts to establish inde- 
endent sources of supply should be constantly kept alive. Scarcity 
of food will naturally give people the incentive to look for more’ 
food. In early history and in the history of nomadic races we 
hear of people moving from place to place to look for food and 
to produce more food. If the people of this country get a direct 
assurance from the Government that they will purchase foodgrains 
from wherever it is available, bring it down to the village or 
town and distribute the same at a lower cost than the purchase 
price, I am sure, a continuance of this procedure by Government 
will destroy the stimulus of the people for inventing measures 
to grow more food. Jt will destroy the earnest longing of the 
people of the State to be solf-sufficiont as regards food. Aggressive 
planning to produce more food will eventually be rendered. 
There is another bad effect which the fair price shops are. 
bound to bring about, Trade will be dulled. Let us look to 
the years before the war, 1938 for example. We got food-grains 
at very cheap rates and availability was easy though there were 
no fair price shops. It was the merchant who played a great role. 
He got down the foodgrains from places where they were availa- 
ble and distributed in places where they were in demand. There 
was healthy competition between merchants which formed the price 
control. That was of the greatest benefit to the citizens of the 
State, The Government had no responsibility. Now if the Gov- 
ernment is going to play the part of the merchants by getting 
down. foodgrains from distant places like Burma, Russia or United 
States and distributing them to the people, definitely that will be 
shutting the door for healthy competition among the merchants 
and killing trade as well. There may be situations such as those 
which existed during the war period, 1939 to 1946, when Gov- 
ernment had to come to the assistance of the people. But now 
we have all come to normal times and as such Government should 
not bother about promoting and establishing fair price shops. On 
the contrary they should encourage private enterprise. | If the Gov- 
ernment is going to be saddled with this responsibility, they will 
be destroying the great venture of the country to grow more food 
and at the same time dulling the spirit of the, commercial world, 
Let us consider for a second the condition in a country like 
Great Britain where they have to resort to import for al] major 
jtems of food, Government had fo step in only at the time of 
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war. They imported foodgrains, opened ration shops and main- 
tained the normal flow of foodgrains and foodstuffs. Why have 
they not continued with those fair price shops after the war? I 
am. sure that the expert opinion of economists on this matter was 
accepted. If the Government had continued to play the part ofa 
commercial organisation, invariably one section of the people who 
look to trade as their occupation, would have been put to great 
difficulties. At the same time, the spirit of enterprise, adventure 
and enthusiasm to produce more food would have gradually dis- 
appeared. J am of opinion that if there is absolute necessity for 
fair price shops in a particular district as a result of extraordinary 
circumstances or under abnormal conditions Government must help 
the people of that locality. But when they come forward to offer 
such help they should make it quite clear to the people that it 
would be the policy of the Government. as soon as possible to 
entrust trade back in the hands of the merchants and to encourage 
people of the locality to produce more food. There was a time 
in Our State when we had to look up to fair price shops for 
help. There was a time when food was not within our control 
for we had*to depend on ship movements and transport facilities 
to get our minimum requirements, But now there is free trade 
and easy movements, As a matter of fact, trade is receiving en- 
couragement and nothing should be done to dislocate trade. Contri- 
butions which trade can make for the economic betterment of 
Government should never be ignored. If the Government steps 
in without reservations and go in the direction of encouraging fair 
price depots it will not help the people in the long run. Much 
of the revenue of the State that could be used for nation-building 
will all be lost in the food grain trade. How long and to what 
degree the Government can be successful is another important 
issue. However, let the encouragements of such institutions be 
limited. I think it will be a fe policy of Government to encourage 
such shops only to relieve a critical situation. The revenues of the 
State cannot be constantly diverted to relieve food problems for 
if that is done those problems will go on existing for ever. I 
strongly oppose the resolution. 
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Minister for Finance (Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai): Sir, I think 
it is my duty to place before the House some significant facts 
relating to the resolution under consideration. Inevitably in the 
circumstances in which we are placed, this problem is intrinsi- 
cally related to finance. Before I touch upon that aspect, I would 
invite the pointed attention of my hon. friends to the wording of 


the resolution itself: “‘...... to open fair price depots, to sell 


foodgrains at cheap rates...... *” To me it is a contradiction in 
terms. By sale through fair price depots, it is subsidized sale 
that is being envisaged. Can the phrases “‘cheap rate’? and ‘‘fair 
price’’ go together? Again, ifit is fair price depots, is the advantage 
of it to accrue to the consumer or seller? If it is subsidized sale 
that is aimed at by the mover of the proposition, the wording ought 
to be different from the text of the wording as it is, Ido not 
know what exactly the hon. mover has in mind, If the resolution 
relates to subsidized sale, there are retail foodgrain depots all over 
the country about which this Government can make a declaration 
tomorrow itself and call them subsidized sale depots or fair price 


depots. 


Let us take into account the facts that exist in the country 
today. For our population at 12 ounces ration per head, we 
require 5.65 lakhs tons of grains. But we have not been able to get 
that much quantity for some years. We have been purchasing 
grain at a certain rate and selling ata still lower rate all these 
years. This is the state of affairs all over the country. We are 
getting grain from Burma and Siam, and also from internal. markets 
such as Madhya Bharat, Uttar Pradesh, Orissa and other places 
that are surplus States. Iam sure my hon. friends are fully aware 
of this. Government alone have monopoly in selling the foodgrains, 
That also is known to all. One thing has to. be borne. in.mind in 
this context. We have not been able to procure more than .3 lakhs 
tons per annum at the price demanded for our consumption. _ 


In 1953 we imported 3.73 lakhs tons food grains into this 
State which is only sufficient to give 6 ounce ration per head,

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The sales were effected at a reduced rate than the purchase rate, 
There are about 6800 ration shops in the State. From 1947 
onwards we are having statutory rationing. What is the implication? 
Every individual of the State, man or woman, is entitled to demand 
6 ounce ration from a Government grain depot and Government 
has to supply it, That is the significance of statutory rationing, 
It means that Government must hold in stock such quantity as to 
enable the distribution of 6 ounce ration per head of population, 
That way, organisation of 6800 ration depots lie scattered all over 


the State. 
The daily off-take from them is something like 1000 tons of 
grains. I have already brought to the notice of the House the loss 
sustained by this State on account of the sale of food grains. It works 
out to a lakh of rupees per diem. That means, the Government of 
the day are losing a lakh of rupees per diem to enable it to discharge 
a liability that has been undertaken by them in the matter of statutory 
rationing, This: Government is today giving rice at a subsidized 
price, The Government is making available to the people food 
grains at cheaper rates. Throughout the year 6 ounce ration at least 
is maintained. It follows therefrom that fair price depots are already 
functioning in the country, selling grains at cheap rates. My friend 
evidently wants to convert ration depots of the present day into sub- 
_ sidized sale depots. Even now the Government are losing a Jakh of 
rupees daily in their solicitous endeavour to see that people do not feel 
the pinch of poverty in respect of foodgrains. We, as well as all 
the members of this House, do realise the average economic level 
of our citizens. The average purchasing power, in these days of unem- 
ployment and under-employment, islow. In these circumstances, 
taking into account all these facts the Government have decided to 
subsidize foodgrains to the tune of a lakh of rupees a day so that 
the people may live in atolerably decent condition. To more a 
resolution of this kind and comparing it, as my friend did, with 
the resolution introduced last time was to say the least, very unkind, 
because jast time the crop failed when there was failure of mon- 
soon, and famine conditions were prevailing. Asa member from , 
that area, representing that constituency with his inherent right to 
point out the grievances, I brought thosefacts to the notice of 
‘Government. Today our attention is drawn to the. fact that 
Government should immediately open fair price shops throughout 
the country. This termis a misnomer. A fair price shop must 
be a shop where undue advantage is not taken by the shopowner. 
It is not a shop where the price is lower than th: cost price, 


. 
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You say it must be a fair price and at the same time, a cheaper 
rice. Where is the¥comparison? Cheaper than what? Cheaper 
than ration rates? If that was so, it would have been reasonable, 


Shri K. Sattanatha Karayalar: That is the idea. 


Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: His resolution does not make 
that clear, Jf that was the intention, the wording should have been 


different. 


Then he says the subsidy should be increased by two crores more, 
To say one day that the subsidy should be two crores, and the 
next day that it should be doubled to four crores is not very 
reasonable. The members should have moved the motion on the 
first occasion, They should have said that the subsidy provided 
herein the budget is not sufficient. On the other hand, nothing was 
done to bring this matter up and the Budget was accepted. 


Shri M. P. Menon: May [remind the hon. Minister that 


there was onlya Vote on Account and no discussion of policy is 
allowed on the occasion? 


Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: With due respect to my hon. 
friend, I] may say that the scheduled cut motions could have been 
used for this discussion. According to me that would have been a 
very regular procedure, I do not mean to say that now this House is 
estopped from reopening that issue, but in fairness to all, this is not 
a fair way of approaching the problem. Weare not here to create 
public opinion but we are here to discuss. We do not look to the 
outside here, as a matter of fact, the outside world does not exist 
for us at the present moment. It is only a discussion between us, the 
decision alone is a matter which concerns the public. Here we are 
exchanging our opinions so that we may correct and be corrected. 
So I earnestly plead to the hon, Members to take into consideration the 
question whether the procedure they have adopted is fair. Knowing 
fully well the implications of the budget, and knowing that we have 
provided two crores of rupees as subsidy, to turn round and ask the 
executive Government to sustain more loss is a position which you 
should not take. 


Shri M. P. Menon: Is that the only ground on which the 
Minister is opposing this motion? . 


Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: It is one of the grounds. There 
is another aspect. Ina city if there is rationing in one area, free 
market conditions in another area, and fair price shops in yet another 
_arga, all] meant to keep the price at a certain level and to control it 
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from soaring too high, that will lead to confusion. Fair price, need- 
less, to say, presupposes fairness in dealing. Conditions react on one 
another to keep the price economic, both for the seller and the 
buyer. The seller, who is the producer, is assured a price which is 
above his economic production rate, arate fair to the consumer. In 
the free market, demand controls the price, as this is a scarcity article 
prices have a tendency to become unfair to the consumer. But here | 
again the fair price shop must control the soaring price. These are the 
principles of a fair price, shop, as I understand it. Here in our State 
we have statutory rationing and price control. The control policy 
adopted here is to impose a certain quantity as levy on a graduated 
slab basis on production. The surplus production is with the pro- 
ducer to sell as he likes. That is how, along with the six ounces of 
rationed article, we have free movement of the. food grains so that 
the price may be at a fair level. The people can meet their demands 
in full from this free market at competitive prices, The figures for the 
Jast year show that the last year’s levy brought in only 19,000 tons. 
But we are guaranteeing to every citizen of the State a daily ration 
6f six ounces at a price which is the cheapest in India. And from 
‘where does the subsidy come in? The subsidy is met from the taxes 
which the 92 lakhs of our ‘countrymen contribute. It is not A or B 
who is contributing. It is the national income which subsidizes 
the ration. That is the point we have to bear in mind when we 
say that the subsidy must be raised. Now hon. Members will realise 
the full implications of the resolution. If at any time, you feel 
that the subsidy must be increased you can do it, But the present 
method of approach is hardly just to your friends who are carrying 
on the Government. With these few words, I conclude.

Member for having raised the. question.. I: was patiently: listening: 
to his speech. From his speech | am inclined to think that he has 
a suspicion that the. department is not: functioning» welt and- that 
they are not in favour of registering new. societies and giving grants to‘ 
old.ones and so on. It is the chief complaint. that- he has. raised. I: 
shall assure my hon. friend that we will try-hard to the best- of-our 
ability to see. that the department functions fairly and’ squarely and 
does:justice, After.all the: position is this, From. the Central ‘Cess 
Fund we are-entitled to. get something like nine- to. ten: lakhs: of; 
rupees on the basis of the yarn consumption of this country. My 
friend:himself-has said at one time that. we. are consuming: about: 
2800 bales.of yarn. With.due:respect:to my.Hon. friend -I-may-say‘ 
that.I have had:the. good:fortune or: misfortune. to be: in- close- 
association with yarn supply and. I. have: been a) member of: the: 
Advisory Committee from the date of its inception in. 1946. | 
know how much yarn was imported and How ‘many looms were. 
registered, and what amount’of blackmarketing was going on in the 
country. Iam not going to dwell ‘on that point in’ greater detail. 
The available records show that at present there are 5,000 and odd 
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looms registered. On that basis the Government of India have fixed 
the quota for our State. Therefore, it is wrong to apply for 
a greater amount from the Central Cess Fund. What I am able to 
understand is that the handloom weavers are very poor. Unless 
Co-operative societies are organised or merchants join together 
their products cannot get the fair price which will enable 
them to continue the industry. Nothing else can improve their 
condition. My friend was also.expressing a doubt whether these Co- 
operative societies will purchase all the goods produced. Co-opera- 
tive Societies are being organised on producer cum consumer basis. So 
the weavers should form themselves into societies and the goods they 
produce may be supplied to the Central Co-operative Society. The 
Central Government is providing them with funds to purchase these 
goods. They have got a working capital with which they purchase 
goods produced by the Co-operative Societies. If my friend and the 
public will come forward and give them moral support, certainly the 


industry will thrive. 


Another complaint that the hon. Member brought forward is 
the necessity for standardisation and fixation of wages. The best 
thing would be to bring into existence a very competent agency to 
determine the standard and fix the wages. Another thing is the neces- 
sity of a calendering and bleaching plant. Under the Five Year Plan 
and the development projects, it is expected that in the Trivandrum 
area itself a calendering and bleaching plant will be available within 
the near future, It will help the industry as a whole. 


Gompetition is the real difficulty. Now we are faced with 
that so far as this handloom industry is concerned. The in- 
herent strength of the handloom industry has to be exploited. 
We have a perpetual market for our handloom products. Glasgow 
and Manchester supply us very fine varieties of mill-made goods, 
But our handloom products have an inherent artistic com- 
petence of its own. Madras Presidency is famous for the handloom 
industry. In the Madras Presidency handloom industry is more 
successful. Our finer varieties suchas Neriethus of Kottar etc., havea 
market in Madras. If they are properly done and if Co-operative 
Societies are earnest in marketing goods at standard rates our 
industry will thrive for ages to come. 


I thank the hon. Member for having initiated this debate, and 
at the same time, I may assure the House that I shall do what 1 can 
to rehabilitate the handloom industry. :
